Since 
Byng 
took 
the 
job of bossing London’s 2 0 ,0 0 0 
“ bobbies,” he has strengthened 
the personnel of the department, 
elevated the morale of the men 
under him, restored the confi­ 
dence of the public in the police 
force and cleaned up a good bit 
of lawlessness. 


^ H E need for a shake-up in 
London’s police 
department 
began to be fe t about two years 
ago when plainclotlies men ar­ 
rested, in one of the city’s parks, 
Sir Leo M oney, prominent writer 
and politician, and Irene Sav- 
idge. a pretty blond spinster. 
T he court# dismissed both de­ 
fendants and there followed a 
scene in Parliam ent in which a 
member of the House of Com ­ 
mons charged that police had 
subjected M iss Savidge to an in­ 
human third degree. 
1 he police were exonerated in an investigation of the 
case, but public opinion was not satisfied. 
It was felt that 
the police department needed a thorough overhauling and its 
manner of dealing with arrested persons carefully examined. 


Byng of I'im p , 
. 
as a military leader 
W ar. 


A commission headed by Lord 
Lee of Fareham was formed to look 
deeply into the police department and 
its meHtods, and this body was still 
busy when Sergeant George G o d ­ 
dard. a trusted member of the force, 
was hauled on the carpet for accept­ 
ing some $90 .0 0 0 for closing his 
eyes on certain night club activities. 
The public clamored louder than 
before for a new deal in the police 
department, and Sir W illiam Joyn- 
son-Hicks, home secretary in B a ld ­ 
win’s cabinet, announced that he was 
soon to name a very prominent man 
to succeed Sir W illiam H orw ood. police commissioner. 
Some time after that he surprised Londoners with the 
announcement that Lord Byng of Vim y had consented to 
take the post, not because he wanted the job, but in answer 
to a "item call to duty,” 


^Jp H E world-famed Byng of V'imy is a son of the Earl 
of Stafford. 
H e joined the army in 1883 and served 
with distinction in the Soudan and South A frican campaigns, 
NX hen the W’orld W ar broke out he was commanding the 
British troops in Egypt and was called home to take com­ 
mand of the cavalry. 
H e became a conspicuous figure for his able handling of 
soldiers in Turkey and in France and was, subsequently, 
given command of the fighting Canadians and led them in 
their historic action at V’imy R idge— that’s why he’s called 
Byng of V'imy. 
In the closing months of the war Lord Byng added to his

laurels as commander of the B ritiih'T hird 
army and, at the close of the struggle, te- 
turned home to receive a barony, the thankt 
of Parliament, and a gift of $1 50 ,0 0 0 . 
It was in 1921 that Byng wa« namédl 
governor-general of C anada to succeed the 
Duke of Devonshire. 
H e held thii im­ 
portant post for five years and proved to 
be one of the most popular and democratic 
governors-general in the history of the^Do- 
minion. 
In 1926 Byng returned to England to 
live tlie untroubled life of a retired »oldier- 
statesman. 
And he lived this life ut j t i l 
he 
responded to Sir Joynson-Hicks* Cal l to 
take charge of the London police depart­ 
ment. 
Lord Byng is 65. 
H e has ample fundi 
and does not need to work. 
H e wanted 
nothing so much as leisure. 
But when 
duty calls, Byng forgets about his personal 
wishes. 


i[^^'N G O F V'^I.MY is no mere figure­ 
head in the police department 
H e it 
very much in charge of operations, putting 
in long days in his office at Scotland Y afd , 
making frequent visits to outlying police 
stations. 
During his short term of office Lord 
Byng has seen Sergeant G oddard jailed 
for his unpolicemanUke behavior, has thor­ 
oughly reorganized the police force and 
restored the morale of the men in it. 
H e has put the supervision of trouble- 
fome districts in the hands of Scotland Y a rd ’s famed C. I. 
D .— Criminal Investigation Division— and removed the po»- 
sibility of another G oddard scandal. 
H e has pul many night clubs out of business and deported 
many aliens connected with these enterprises. 
And he has 
many reforms which he will put into effect when the com­ 
mission still investigating police methods makes its report. 
H e hopes to eliminate the third degree methods of ques­ 
tioning arrested persons, who will be told their rights under 
the law. 
H e will work for a law permitting police to go 
places from which they are now barred by legal red tape, 
in order to* speed up the wheels of justice. 
H e is a coura­ 
geous, hard-hitting man. but not hard-boiled. 
A nd he will further develop the ’’Flying Sq u ad " of wire­ 
less-equipped police vans with which Scotland Y ard men 
are able to run down so many criminals. 
Already he has 
ordered more of these fast cars to help him in his notable 
cleanup of London.

General Ho Chen Chun, personal 
representativ e of P resid en t Chiang 
Kai Shek, was said to b e en route 
from Peiping to Mukden with orders 
from the Nationalist gov ernm ent to 
assume command of the entire mili­ 
tary forces in Manchuria after con­ 
ferring with Gov ernor Chiang Hsueh 
Liang, 
The official Kuomin agency also 
carried a Mukden dispatch which said 
tho gov ernment felt tha t while Rus­ 
sians along the fron tier “ were carry­ 
ing on surreptitious acts which were 
a menace to peace and order and 
possib ly might cause hostilities b e­ 
tween 
Chinese and 
Sov iet troops.” 
Chiang Hsueh Liang therefore has 
ordered b order forces to round up all 
white Russians.

The trip completed 
today, while representing its longest 
trav ersed distance, did not represent 
the Graf's greatest flying time, its 
first westward crossing of the Atlan­ 
tic, completed in Octob er 15, 1928, 
took 111 hours and 38 m inutes to 
trav el approximately 6,300 miles.
